Allman Sentenced 
To Life In Prison

After pleading guilty last month to 
the murder of Russell County 
pharmacist Sarah Hart, Christopher 
Allman was sentenced Tuesday to life 
in prison without the possibility of 
parole. 

Hart, who was pregnant at the time, 
was jogging with her sister on U.S. 
127 between Jamestown and Russell 
Springs on the morning of June 14, 
2012, when she complained of not 
feeling well and decided to go back to 
her vehicle. She was missing upon her

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CPD Drug 

Roundup 

Continues

The Columbia Police Dept.’s 
“Spring Cleaning” initiative to crack 
down on drugs in the community 
continued this week with another 
arrest, bringing the number of 
individuals charged in the roundup to 
18. 

Oba Thompson, 25, of Columbia, 
was taken into custody early Monday 
morning and charged with trafficking 
in a controlled substance—first degree. 
Thompson’s arrest is the latest in a 
months-long operation by the CPD 
that focuses on getting drugs off the 
streets, particularly cocaine and 
prescription pills. 

“So far we’re pleased with the 
success we’ve had in the first ever 
drug roundup by the Columbia Police 
Dept.,” Columbia Police Chief Jason 
Cross says. “We will continue to do 
all we can to take drugs off our streets, 
take back our community, and make 
this a place you want to raise your 
family—a safe place to raise kids.” 

While Cross acknowledges the 
project’s accomplishments so far, he 
says that his department is nowhere 
close to finished in its mission. 

“It’s an everyday battle,” Cross says. 
“We’re going to stay at it and continue 
to fight to keep drugs out of our town 
and away from our kids.” 


City Council Approves Budget Amendments

In an effort to square the city’s budget before the fast- 
approaching end of the current fiscal year, the Columbia City 
Council voted unanimously Monday evening to amend the 
budget to more accurately reflect the expected end-of-year fund 
balances. 

A miscalculation of the budget carried forward from last year 
had led to several more errors throughout the budget, and the 
mistake was discovered when the City began the auditing 
process for the past fiscal year. Notably, the balance carried 
forward in the General Fund was lowered from just more than 
$900,000 to just less than $550,000, the total resources 
available for appropriation were reduced from $2.5 million to 


$2.2 million, total appropriations rose from $1.8 million to just 
less than $2 million, and—most depressingly—the estimated 
end of year fund balance fell from $723,600 to $192,700. 

City Attorney Marshall Loy gave second reading to the 
ordinance, but a lengthy discussion followed before the matter 
was eventually put to vote. Councilor June Parson presented a 
spreadsheet she had created, and showed that—from a cash 
standpoint, and after accounting for obligated and restricted 
funds—only $188,800 is left for the City in the General Fund, 
an alarmingly small sum for city operations. 

“If you take out the restricted and obligated funds, we’re bare 
bones,” Parson said.

Two Indicted On 
Attempted Murder 

The Adair County Grand Jury handed up indictments last 
week, charging two local residents with attempted murder, 
stemming from two separate incidents. The first, 51-year-old 
Sharon L. Young, was charged with the attempted shooting 
murder of Earl G. Young around Nov. 28 of last year. The 
second, Eric W. Melton, 28, was charged after allegedly 
stabbing his brother, Brian W. Fletcher on Feb. 27. Both 
individuals had their bail set at $25,000 cash. 

In other indictments, the Grand Jury handed up charges to the 
following: 

•David D. King, 42, on five counts of first degree rape and 
five counts of incest. According to the indictment, King 
engaged in the alleged act with the same victim at least five 
separate times between May 2009 and April 2012. 

•Christopher N. Turner, 43, of Columbia on 120 counts of 
possession/viewing of child pornography; 13 counts of 
distributing child pornography, one count possession of a 
controlled substance, third degree, first offense; one count 
possession of drug paraphernalia; and one count possession of a 
controlled substance not in its original container. 

•Eddie Ashbrook, 36, of Columbia on one count of operating 
a motor vehicle with alcohol concentration of or above 0.08, or 
while under the influence of alcohol or other substance- 
aggravating circumstance, fourth or subsequent offense in a 
five year period; one count wanton endangerment in the first 
degree; one count persistent felony offender in the second 
degree; and one count of no operator’s license. 

•Lisa J. Hadley, 30, of Columbia, on one count possession of 
a controlled substance in the third degree, first offense, firearms 
enhanced; one count possession of a controlled substance in the

Earlier this week, as former Kentucky Agriculture 
Commissioner Richie Farmer sat in a federal prison 
cell, the Dept, of Agriculture auctioned off some of 
the guns and knives Farmer had irresponsibly 
purchased while he held the state’s top ag seat. 
Apparently, Farmer developed a habit of buying and 
engraving these collector’s items for “gifts” for other 
states’ agriculture leaders, giving a few away, and 
keeping the rest for himself. Yikes. 

On the bright side, kudos to current Commissioner 
James Comer for taking a costly mistake and turning 
it into $21,000—the amount raised for the auction. 
More impressively though, and probably even more 
importantly, Comer took a scandal that embarrassed 
the entire state and—rather than run away from it— 
tackled the issue head-on, turning the statewide 
laughingstock into positive publicity for his office. 

Comer’s initiative struck me for two very different 
reasons. First of all, it was a brilliant public relations 
move, illustrated by the fact that even Democrats like 
me are singing his praises. Second of all, it shows 
just how far Farmer fell from grace, if even his own 
party is publicly celebrating the fact that they are 
fixing some of his massive mistakes. 

We will start with the breakdown from aPR 
standpoint. Comer, rather than stick up for Farmer 
(which is basically impossible at this point), or try to 
sweep the issue under the rug (a more common tactic 
that usually comes with phrases like “only looking 
toward the future”) smartly decided against both 
routes. He’s talked extensively about the “previous 
administration,” as he usually refers to it, and the 
bloated staff and free spending it was known for. 

Comer has set himself apart though by actually 
taking a proactive approach to dealing with the 
problems he talks about rather than assigning blame 
or making excuses. I wish more elected officials took 
this kind approach. A lot of people in the Republican 
party talk about cutting spending, but how many take 
money out of their own budgets as Comer did when 
he took office and immediately cut his staff in half? 

This is why I’ve always liked Comer. I don’t 
always agree with his politics, but I never wonder if 
he’s working hard, and I never doubt that he’s doing 
all he can to promote agriculture in our state, which I 
guess is about all anyone could ask for. 

Back to Farmer though. Has anyone in Kentucky’s 
history ever had a swifter fall from hero to disgrace? 
That’s a legitimate question if anyone has any other 
nominations, but it would be hard to find anyone that 
can top Farmer. If his story were made into a movie 
(which, really, shouldn’t this happen?) it would be 
almost too unbelievable. 

He was a local legend as an eighth grade 
wunderkind for Clay County High School’s 
basketball team; was known across the state by the 
time he was a senior in high school; was part of 
Kentucky’s “Unforgettables” that helped lead the 
program back to national prominence in the early 
1990s; became one of the state’s most prominent 
young politicians, with so much support from 
basketball fans that it was nearly comical; then, 
almost overnight went from being universally loved 
across the state to a mascot of embarrassment. 

Folks across the country that always made fun of 
Kentuckians for holding former Wildcats in too high 
a regard now had something they could point to and 
say, “See! I told you they were crazy. They elected a 
criminal that didn’t know how to do the job just 
because he used to play for UK.” 

Hopefully that’s all behind us now. Farmer will 
most likely never again be a major player in 
Kentucky politics, and 10 years from now no one will 
even admit that they ever voted for him. This is all 
fine with me. I doubt Comer has much of a jump 
shot, and I know he doesn’t have much of a 
mustache, but he’s the man that should be getting 
everyone’s applause right now.

After a long, unseasonably cold winter, spring has finally arrived 
in the Bluegrass State. And as many Kentuckians look forward to 
enjoying the new season’s sunshine and warmer temperatures, bogus 
home-improvement contractors will also be looking to take advantage 
of unsuspecting consumers during the spring and summer months. 

In recent years, home repair and construction complaints have 
ranked as high as third on the Top 10 Consumer Complaints List 
released annually by the National Association of Attorneys General 
(NAAG). My Office of Consumer Protection and I are committed to 
protecting Kentuckians from home-improvement scammers, as well 
as unscrupulous fly-by-night contractors. Also known as “storm 
chasers,” these fraudulent contractors often appear in storm-damaged 
communities and swindle victims by offering cheap and quick repair 
work. 

Many of these scammers will hit an area, take the money, and run. 
They typically travel from out of town and visit neighborhoods, 
offering unsolicited bids to susceptible residents and making high- 
pressure sales pitches that sound too good to be true. That’s why I 
always encourage consumers in need of cleanup or repair services to 
never pay the full amount before the work is completed, and, if 
possible, use local, reputable contractors. 

My office is currently working to recover thousands of dollars in 
restitution for scam victims in several Kentucky counties who were 
solicited by James Twaddle, a fraudulent roofing contractor. Twaddle, 
the former president of Restore-IT USA, sent employees door to 
door, signing more than two dozen residents up for roof repair 
services following storm events. However, Twaddle pocketed the 
payments and never completed the work for any of them. Twaddle 
has since pleaded guilty to theft by deception charges in two of these 
cases, and the remaining cases are still pending. 

Kentuckians can easily avoid similar frustrating and stressful 
experiences by keeping these additional tips in mind: 

•Deal only with reputable, established firms. Ask friends and 
neighbors for recommendations. 

•Get written estimates from at least three different contractors. 
Make sure all costs are covered in the estimate: including the down 
payment, finance charges, building permit fees, installation costs and 
all materials. 

•If an advance is needed to purchase materials, offer to purchase 
the materials yourself. 

•Request names of past customers and contact them to find out if 
they were satisfied. 

•Never select a contractor who has not come to your home to 
assess the job. 

•Ask questions about what methods or materials will be used, 
when work will begin, how long before the job is complete, and what 
method of payment is required. 

•Ask if die contractor is licensed, bonded (if required by the city or 
county), and insured. 

•Be suspicious of unfamiliar, out-of-state vehicles and those who 
offer repair work at unreasonably low prices. Contact local law 
enforcement about your suspicions. 

•Check unknown companies out with the Better Business Bureau 
or call my Office of Consumer Protection to see if information is 
available about the company. 

Additionally, when selecting a contractor, insist on getting a 
written, detailed contract. Don’t let a persuasive seller push you into 
signing a contract on the spot until you have received several 
estimates and are completely clear about the terms of the contract. 
You may be asked to sign documents other than the contract. I 
encourage you to read these papers thoroughly so you know exactly 
what you are signing. 

I want to ensure that all Kentuckians are vigilant of home- 
improvement and storm-repair scams this spring. As always, I urge 
consumers to report any incidents of possible fraud or shoddy 
construction work and repair using my Office of Consumer 
Protection Hotline at 1-888-432-9257.

Councilor Robert Flowers 
also had plenty to say on the 
matter, and talked about the 
complexity of analyzing 
municipalities’ budgets, as 
well as the faulty 
presumptions one can make 
by only considering certain 
areas. 

“Remember that fund 
balance doesn’t really have 
anything to do with profit,” 
Flowers said, noting that 
factors such as depreciation 
sometimes aren’t real 
expenses until years or even 
decades down the road. 
Flowers also noted the success 
of the Gas Dept., which is free 
of debt and plans to expand to 
even more lines in the coming 
years. 

Flowers and Mayor Mark 
Harris each encouraged 
curious citizens to talk with 
them about the budget if they 


had questions, and Harris 
issued a standing invitation for 
folks to come to City Hall and 
meet with him, or to come to 
the Council’s monthly 
meetings. 

“We’re as open here as 
we’ve ever been,” Harris said. 

In other business at 
Monday’s meeting: 

•Heard from Westlake 
Regional Hospital CEO Neal 
Gold about drainage problems 
plaguing the hospital. Gold 
showed pictures of water 
standing in certain areas 
around the facility and in the 
parking lot, and asked that a 
drainage tile be installed to 
remedy the problem. 

“We have a drainage ditch 
that’s across from the hospital 
that is in deep need of repair,” 
Gold said. 

Councilor June Parson 
voiced concern that the issue 


might not be the City’s, but 
rather Westlake’s, since its 
parking lot sits below the road 
level. She suggested the 
possibility of adding some 
asphalt to the parking lot to 
bring it up to the same level as 
the street. 

No action was taken on the 
matter, but the councilors and 
Mayor Harris responded that 
they would look into the 
matter and discuss it further at 
next month’s meeting. 

•The Council voted to grant 
permission to the Cemetery 
Board to utilize imminent 
domain authority to buy and 
tear down the dilapidated 
house on Campbellsville 
Street that borders the north 
end of Columbia Cemetery. 
Flowers said that an 
anonymous citizen had 
already agreed to cover the 
expenses for the demolition.

Fetch More Than $21,000 At State Auction 


An auction of rifles and 
knives purchased during the 
Richie Farmer administration 
raised $21,415 Monday in 
Frankfort, Agriculture 

Commissioner James Comer 
announced. 

“This auction blew the doors 
off all our expectations,” 
Commissioner Comer said. “We 
thought there would be some 
spirited bidding for these 
collector’s items, but we never 
expected anything like this. I 
want to thank everyone who 
came out to take a look and cast 
a bid.” 

The winning bidders gave 
$14,650 for 13 rifles and $6,765 
for 16 knife sets, the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources reported. A crowd 
estimated in excess of 400 
packed the state Fish and 
Wildlife Resources headquarters 
for the auction, one of two 
surplus property auctions the 


department hosts each year, on a 
postcard-perfect Monday. 

Proceeds from the auction 
will help fund an urban garden 
project by the Boys and Girls 
Clubs of Louisville that will be 
announced later this year. 

The Remington rifles and 
Case knives were left over from 
a 2008 regional agriculture 
conference held in Kentucky. 
The specially engraved rifles 
and knives were intended as 
gifts for agriculture 
commissioners and their top 
aides from member states of the 
Southern Association of State 
Departments of Agriculture.

Edmonson County PVA offices simultaneously. He got his start in 
the field in 1990 under Green County PVA J.W. “Bill” Edwards. 
This job is different though, as Feese is no longer employed by 
the state, and will presumably drop the “interim” tag after the 
November election, as he was the only candidate to file to run for 
the position. 

“It feels good,” Feese says after one full week in office. “The 
taxpayers are going to receive the same fair and equal treatment 
that they’ve been getting the past 29 years. I know everything I 
encounter here will be something I’ve dealt with before.” 

Along with his father, Feese was joined last week with his wife, 
Shannon, daughter, Malory Feese Burton, and grandson, Knox 
Burton, as District Judge Mike Loy swore him in on the Annex 
steps. 

After affirming that he had never fought a dual with deadly 
weapons, the rest of the oath was pure ceremony, and Feese began 
his duties that same afternoon. He had been appointed to fill out 
his father’s remaining term the day before by an executive order 
from Gov. Steve Beshear. 

While Feese pledges to continue upholding the standard his 


father set throughout his seven terms in office, he also says he’s 
not content to sit back and let business carry on as usual. One of 
his top priorities is applying new technology to help carry out 
PVA duties. 

“I want to take advantage of the availability of modern 
technology,” Feese says. “I want to see a streamlined, more 
efficient process for property taxes from the assessment stage, to 
the collection, all the way to the delinquent collections; and to do 
so by working closely with the other elected officials in those 
processes.” 

Feese says that his experience in state government makes him 
ideally suited for the job of Adair County PVA, and that 
experience will help make the Feese-to-Feese transition swift and 
seamless. 

“It taught me the fiscal responsibilities of the office, from 
annual budgets to the day-to-day operations,” Feese says.

Saturday, May 10th marks the 22nd anniversary of one of 
America’s great days of giving — the National Association of 
Letter Carriers Stamp Out Hunger Food drive. 

Letter carriers travel through the community every day, often 
coming face to face with a sad reality for too many, hunger. 

So, each year on the second Saturday in May, letter carriers 
across the country collect non-perishable food donations from our 
customers. These donations go directly to local food pantries to 
provide food to people in Adair County who need our help. 

Last year, Mail carriers collected over 74 million pounds of food 
nationally, feeding an estimated 30 million people. Over the course 
of its 21-year history, the drive has collected well over one billion 
pounds of food, thanks to a postal service universal delivery net¬ 
work that spans the entire nation, including Puerto Rico, Guam and 
U.S. Virgin Islands. 

The need for food donations is great. Currently, 49 million 
Americans—1 in 6—are unsure where their next meal is coming 
from. Sixteen million are children who feel hunger’s impact on 
their overall health and ability to perform in school. And nearly 5 
million seniors over age 60 are food insecure, with many who live 
on fixed incomes often too embarrassed to ask for help. 

This food drive’s timing is crucial. Food banks and pantries often 
receive the majority of their donations during the Thanksgiving and 
Christmas holiday seasons. By springtime, many pantries are 
depleted, entering the summer low on supplies at a time when many 
school breakfast and lunch programs are not available to children in 
need. 

Participating in this year’s Letter Carrier Stamp Out Hunger 
Food Drive is simple. Leave a Sturdy bag containing nonperishable 
foods, like canned soup, canned vegetables, pasta, rice or cereal, 
next to your mailbox prior to the time of regular mail delivery on 
Saturday May 10th. Food items should be in non-breakable con¬ 
tainers such as boxes and cans. Mail carriers will pick up the dona¬ 
tions and deliver them to the local food pantry. 

Contributors may also drop off food items at the Columbia Post 
Office located at 800 Burkesville St in Columbia any time this 
week.

The NFL Draft starts tonight. 

While this means that all 32 of the

discovered in a nearby field. 

Allman was arrested later that evening, and the case against him 
was strong enough for prosecutors to seek the death penalty. 
Several eyewitnesses had spotted Allman in the area that morning, 
and he was scratched and beat up enough to indicate to officers that 
he had been in some type of struggle. He later admitted to raping 
and killing Hart. 

By pleading guilty, Allman avoids the death penalty but will 
spend the rest of his life behind bars. In addition to the murder 
charge, Allman was also sentenced on charges of rape, fetal 
homicide, kidnapping, robbery, tampering with physical evidence, 
and being a persistent felony offender.

This year’s spring commencement address will be given by 
former Romanian cosmonaut Dumitru Dorin Prunariu. 

Prunariu is a member of one of the world’s most elite 
organizations: the Association of Space Explorers. The association 
includes persons who have completed at least one orbit of the Earth 
in space — currently more than 325 individuals from 35 countries. 

In May 1981, Prunariu became the only Romanian-born 
cosmonaut and the 103rd human to fly into outer space. He and 
Russian cosmonaut Leonid Popov completed an eight-day space 
mission aboard Soyuz 40 and the Salyut 6 space laboratory. During 
the mission, they conducted experiments in astrophysics, biology, 
space medicine, space radiation and space technology. 

From 1998-2004, Prunariu was president of the Romanian Space 
Agency, and since 2000 he has been an associate professor of 
geopolitics at the Academy of Economic Studies in Bucharest. 

From 2004-05, Prunariu was Romania’s itinerary ambassador 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary to Russia. 

Prunariu currently works for the Romanian Space Agency as an 
expert within the Airspace Consulting Association, and he is also 
vice president of the International Institute for Risk, Security and 
Communication Management of Bucharest.

The Right Track With Physical Fitness... 

Adair County Elementary School (ACES) students are enjoying the opportunity to become more 
physically active at school this year as they participate in the school’s 100 Mile Walking Club. The 
100 Mile Club is a national 
organization that seeks to 
provide an opportunity for 
students to experience fitness 
and personal success. 

The philosophy behind The 
100 Mile Club is simple: the 
belief that every single 
individual has the ability to 
achieve personal success and a 
new level of physical fitness by 
accepting the challenge of 
walking 100 miles at school 
during a single school year. It’s 
not a competition, but rather a 
personal journey for each 
student as they work to achieve 
the goal of becoming more 
physically active each day. 

Students that participate in 
ACES’ Camp SAFARI 21st 
Century Program as well as 
students that wait at school each 
afternoon for late or second load 
busses have been participating 
in the Walking Club. Each afternoon, if weather permits, students go outside to the walking track and 
walk for approximately 15 minutes. Over 100 students have participated with about 25 of them being 
very active participants. Students monitor their own progress and are awarded prizes when they reach 
certain walking milestones. 

ACES has a great “track record” for securing physical fitness opportunities for students. The paved 
walking track that is used daily for recess and for The 100 Mile Club was made possible several years 
ago through a generous grant from the Lake Cumberland District Health Dept, and because of this, 
students are able to walk even when it has been raining or snowing.

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LWC Football Program Partners With Adair 
County Schools On National Child ID Program 


The Lindsey Wilson College 
football program became the 
first collegiate football program 
in Kentucky Tuesday to promote 
a national program designed to 
help protect children. 

LWC football coaches, 
Columbia-Adair County busi¬ 
ness leaders and Adair County 
Schools officials came together 
Tuesday morning at Adair 
County Primary Center to kick 
off the National Child 
Identification Program in Adair 
County. 

The program was created in 
1997 by the American Football 
Coaches Association to help 
protect America’s youth and 
reduce the number of missing 
children. Since the program’s 
inception, more than 14 million 
ID kits have been distributed, 
making the NCIDP the largest 
child-identification effort. 

Through the LWC effort, all 
Adair County schoolchildren 
from pre-kindergarten through 
fifth grade will receive a free ID 
kit that will be given to their 
parents or guardians. Parents 


and guardians will record a 
child’s fingerprints and physical 
characteristics on a card they 
will keep at home. 

“The samples will stay at the 
parents’ or guardians’ place of 
residence — they don’t turn it 
into a database — so that if they 
are ever involved in a missing- 
child case, they can hand the 
samples to authorities to help 
with the search,” said LWC foot¬ 
ball coach Chris Oliver. 

Oliver said that more than 
1,340 free kits will be distrib¬ 
uted this month to Adair County 
schoolchildren. The kits were 
purchased with money donated 
by area businesses Duo County 
Telecom, First & Farmers 
National Bank, Golden Rule- 
Wilson Real Estate & Auction, 
Key Mortgage Co. Inc. and 
Pyles Excavating. 

“This is something we’ve 
wanted to do ever since we 
heard about it at the American 
Football Coaches Association’s 
national convention,” Oliver 
said. “Fortunately, we were able 
to have those five local sponsors 


come on board and make it a 
reality for Adair County.” 

Oliver said that community 
involvement is a cornerstone of 
the Blue Raiders’ football pro¬ 
gram. 

“We want to reach out and 
have an impact on the people 
around us in Columbia-Adair 
County,” Oliver said. “We want 
to develop men of character in 
our program, and part of that is 
giving back to others. O 
Hopefully we never have a spot 
where we need one of these kits, 
but we are glad that we can offer 
this program to the families of 
Adair County.” 

In 2013, the LWC football 
program received the NAIA 
Buffalo Funds Five Star 
Champions of Character Team 
Award. The prestigious award is 
given to a team in each NAIA 
sport that demonstrates integrity, 
respect, responsibility, sports¬ 
manship and servant leadership.
